WIDOW MAY CONTEST 
MR. OELRICHS’S WIL 


She Now Wants to Administer 
Her Brother’s Estate, 


ROOSEVELT READY TO ACT (Judge Elbert H. Gary, Chairman of the TWO WILLS SAID TO EXIST 


Belief Grows That Mission of Vessel 
and Official Activity Show Great 
Headway by the Revolutionists. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—The crulser 
Des Moines, which sailed from Norfolk 
yesterday, is going to Cuba. This is not 
stated officially, but is known to be the 
case. It is said that she is going there to 
protect American interests, but it Is 
known that her mission involves more 
than that. She is to take President Palma 
off the island in case the situation there 
becomes desperate. This purpose is not 
admitted by the officials at the Navy De- 
partment. The statement comes from 
other reliable sources. 

Such an incident, of course, would be 
the first step toward intervention. Prest- 
dent Palma can obtain American aid if he 
asks for it, but he will not ask until he 
has exhausted every other resource. 

The mission of the Des Moines indicates 
clearly that the seriousness of the situa- 
tion in Cuba has not been fully revealed. 
Officially, the American Government has 
been confident of Palma’s ability to crush 
the insurrection, but the belief is growing 
that the revolutionists are making much 
greater headway than has been admitted 
or supposed. 

From Key West the Des Moines can 
reach Havana in about eight hours, and 
while waiting there Commander Halsey 
will be in close touch with the Navy De- 
partment and will be prepared to imme- 
diately carry out any request from the 
State Department. 

It is asserted that there is no intention, 
in the order that the Des Moines proceed 
to Cuban waters, of showing any partial- 
ity toward one side or the other in the 
present conflict. The ship will be at Ha- 
vana to serve as an asylum in case of 
need, and be at the disposition of the 
American Chargé. She is not a formid- 
able craft, being only of 3,100 tons dis- 
placement and with a main battery of 
six-inch guns, but for the duty intended 
she will be quite as effective as a battle- 
ship. If the Navy Department is making 
ready in other respects for contingencies 
in Cuba, the fact is being carefully con- 
cealed, but it is known that the ambition 
of the General Board is to keep the ships 
of the navy prepared, and it is believed 
that there will be no difficulty in dis- 
patching almost immediately from the 
home ports any naval force that might be 
required in Cuba. 

The critical situation in Cuba is absorb- 
ing the attention of the Government to 
the exclusion of all cther foreign topics, 
as is indicated by the activity of the of- 
ficlals in the State, Navy, and War De- 
partments. The President is keeping in 
close touch with every development of the 
revolutionary movement in Cuba. The of- 
ficials here, indeed, are even in receipt of 
detailed instructions from the President 
as to what they shall do.

One Executed In 1902 Gave Mrs. Oecel- 
richs the Estate Now Left to 


Oelrichs’s Brother. 
| 


| It is exceedingly probable that the 1906 
will of Hermann Oelrichs, which was 
filed for probate on Monday, will be con- 
tested, and as an incident to the contest 
there is a further possibility that Mr. 
Oelrichs’s administratorship of the estate 
of his wife’s brother, Charles L. Fair, 
will be investigated. There is In existence 
a 1902 will, according to Mrs. Oelrichs’s 
lawyer, James W. Gerard, Jr., which 
leaves his estate to his wife. The 1906 
will leaves most of his estate to Charles 
May Oelrichs, his brother, and practically 
all the rest to members of his own family. 

After a contest of the will of the late 

Senator James Fair, one of the wealthiest 

men the Pacific Coast has produced, his 

estate of some $30,000,000 was divided 
among his three children—Charles Fair, 

Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt, Jr., and Mrs. 
Hermann Oelrichs. Hermann Oelrichs 
was not considered a rich man before he 

married Theresa Alice Fair. After the 
death of Senator Fair he war supposed to 
| devote a good deal of time to the man- 
agement of his wife’s estate, and when 
Mr. Fair and his wife were killed in an 
poe accident in France in 1902, 

Hermann Oelrichs became the adminis- 

trator of that estate, a place rich in fees, 
jas Mr. Fair icft about $10,000,000. 
| For several years Mr. and Mrs. ‘Oelrichs 
| had not spent a great deal of time togeth- 
jer. Mrs. Oelrichs and her son Hermann 
| spent much time in New York; her hus 
} band was out of the city a good many 
| months of each year. 

Mr. Oelrichs had a home near San 
{Francisco during the last years of his 
{life. He was in San Francisco at the 
time of the earthquake. He lost $50,006 
worth of furniture in the San Francisco 

Hotel in that city, and did police duty 
jthere. According to Lawyer Gerard, Mrs. 
Oelrichs paid him a visit in California in 

the Winter of 1902, and he made a will 

then, leaving his estate to her, sending 
| the document to her after she returned 
;to New York. That will was dated Dec. 
;25 or 27, 1902, Mr. Gerard said last night 
jat his home, 725 Fifth Avenue. 

| After the San Francisco earthquake Mr. 
Oelrichs made his way to New York with 
ja scrap of paper signed by E. H. Harri- 
man and with $200. The will that was 
| filed for probate last Monday was exe- 
‘cuted by him on June 11, and on June 12 
jhe sailed for Carlsbad. He died on his 
way back home on Sept. 1, at the age 
of 56. 

The will of 1906 makes Charles May 
Oelrichs, his brother, sole executor, and 
; leaves him $300,000 and the residue of his 
lestate after the other specific legacies 
jhave been provided for. The residue may 
| be considerable. The amount of the estate 
| Was stated as unknown in the petition for 
| probate of the 1906 will.

This statement was made 
In reply to an inquiry as to whether any of 
the foreign Governments, whose citizens’ 
Interests were suffcring from the depre- 
dation of the Cuban insurgents, had 
called upoa the United States to step in 
and preserve the peace. 

Another interesting statement from of- 
ficial sources was that carefuly inquiry 
had satisfied the Administration that none 
of the great Axnerican capitalists inter- 
tsted im Cuban properties had expressed 
a destre for the intervention of this Gov- 
ernment under the terms of the Platt 
amendment. On the contrary, it was de- 
rlared that these people seemed to be ad- 
rerse to intervention, fearing that it would 
precipitate the destruction of their prop- 
erty during the long guerrilla warfare 
that might be expected to follow the land- 
ing of American troops in Cuba. They 
realized that if they were paid for the 
property destroyed in this way it might be 
h matter of ten or more years before the 
losses could be adjusted. They therefore 
prefer peace under the present conditions. 


The army is prepared to answer any call, 
though there are absolutely no orders to 
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possible that there may yet be plenty 
of opportunity for the application of 
the Monroe Doctrine. 

It will thus be seen that the danger 
to be anticipated from the activity of 
the German Kaiser and his priestly al- 
lies is by no means confined to France. 
It ought to be a matter for grave re- 
flection in many other countries, for it 
would be difficult to imagine a more 
powerful instrument of political and 
economic expansion.

THE NORTH RIVER TUBE 
WILL BE CROSSED T0-DAY 


Pennsylvania Officials to Make 
the First Through Trip. 


WORK A YEAR AHEAD OF TIME 


Last Segment of the Shell Found to be 
Only a Sixteenth of an Inch 
Out of Line. 


The first car will be run through the 
Pennsylvania Railroad's great tube under 
the North River at noon to-day. It will 
carry President Cassatt, John F. 
O'Rourke, the man who built the tunnel; 
Chief Engineer Jacobs, and half a dozen 
other officials. The trip will be in cele- 
bration of the accomplishment of one of 
the greatest feats in the history of mod- 
ern engineering. 

The two ends of the north tube of the 
pair which have been excavated from 
opposite sides of the river to a meeting 
point under the mud in midstream met 
on Monday, a full year in advance of 
the time specified in the contract and a 
day ahead of the last estimate of the 
engineers, made when the ends were still 
125 feet apart. At that time the work 
was stopped while the engingers drove 
pipes through the mud which still sep- 
arated the approaching ends of both sets 
of tubes. In the same way they connect- 
ed the north and south tubes on both the 
Jersey and New York sides. They did

COULD HAVE RAIDED ENGLAND 


Thirty-six German Destroyers Reached 
the Coast Undetected. 


LONDON, Wednesday, Sept. 12.—Ac- 
cording to the correspondent at Hamburg 
of The Daily Mail, in the course of the 
German naval manoeuvres on Monday 
night thirty-six torpedo boat destroyers 
accomplished the sensational feat of dash- 
ing for and reaching the British coast, 
returning without having been detected.

The party which will start from Wee- 
hawken to-day will see a far different 
interior to the one the passengers of the 
future will behold from the fire-proof, 
steel, electric cars which the Pennsyl- 
vania promises to have in operation in 
two years. None of the concrete lining 
has been put in, and the construction 
flatcar, which a pair of tunnel mules will 
pull to the New York end, between Thir- 
ty-second and Thirty-third Streets, on 
Ninth Avenue, will traverse a dimly 
lighted black cylinder, through which the 
river seeps in places, making oilskins part 
of the necessary equipment. The party 
will consist of President A. J. Cassatt, 
John F. O'Rourke, President of the 
O’Rourke Construction Company; F. J. 
Gubelman, its Vice President; George W. 
Young, its Treasurer; Charles M. Jacobs, 
Chief Engineer of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road; Frank M. Mueller, G. B. Fry, and 
others. 

Up to ten days ago the public was en- 
tirely ignorant of the progress of the work 
under the North River. The many set- 
backs encountered by the contractors who 
are pushing the East River tubes, the loss 
of life there by blow-outs from time to 
time, which threw up geysers in the river, 
plainly to be seen by the commuters on 
the Long Island ferries, and the many 
complaints by the workmen of the risks 
they ran daily under the treacherous bot- 
tom created a skepticism as to the power 
of the engineers to cope with the problem. 

So far in the construction of the Penn- 
sylvania tubes there has not been a single 
loss of life que to the nature of the work, 
according to the contractors. There have 
been a few fatalities, but these have been 
due to causes which are always present in 
construction above water. The south tun- 
nel, it is expected, will be completed with- 
in the month, and then the work of con- 
creting the inside of the iron shells will 
begin. The tubes will be faced inside with 
solid concrete, which will cut several feet 
from the inside diameter of the shells. 
The sides will be further strengthened by 
the construction of concrete platforms, 
six feet wide at the height of the car win- 
dows, which will furnish a safe footpath 


in case of an accident to a train. Unlike 
the Subway, the trains will create their 
own ventilation. Running in one direction 
only, with a single track In each tube, the 
cars will push the air before them and 
fresh air will flow in behind. 

There is still to be completed, besides 
the great terminal station between Thir- 
ty-first and Thirty-third Streets and Ninth 
and Seventh Avenues, the tunnel through 
the solid rock of the Palisades between 
the Hackensack meadows and the shaft 
on the Weehawken water front. 

John F. O'Rourke, head of the construc- 
tion company which is doing the tunnel 
work for the Pennsylvania, is a graduate 
of Cooper Union. It is to the inventions 
and special appliances which he has de- 
vised to meet the problems of the work 
as they came up that the engineers at- 
tribute the success of the excavutions 
under the river. 

Mr. O'Rourke has made many deep 
scars on the face of Manhattan Island. 
His concern is excavating the new Grand 
Central Station, and it sank many of the 
deep caissons on which the skyscrapers on 
the lower end of the Island are built. 


WILSON MEETS CARRIERS, 


Rallroad Men Assure Secretary They 
Will Obey Meat Label Rules. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11. — Following 
the meeting of Secretary Wilson with the 
representatives of the various packing 
houses, several representatives of rail- 
roads met at the Department of Agricult- 
ure to-day and conferred with the Secre- 
tary regarding the duties imposed upon 
them by the new meat Inspection law. 
Secretary Wilson explained the law in de- 
tail and told them exactly what their 
duties are. 

A decision having been reached with 
respect to the labels which must be put 


upon various meat products, samples of 
the labels were shown to the railroad rep- 
resentatives, and it was pointed out to 
them that before they accept consign- 
ments otf meat and meat products for in- 
ter-State shipment they must make sure 
that the proper labels are attached. 

The railroad men assured the Secretary 
that they had no other desire than to fully 
comply with the law and that their object 
in calling upon him was to get information 
as to what was required of them. 


HINTS TO OUR PACKERS. 


British Report Will Condemn Thelr! 


Methods and Make Suggestions. 


LONDON, Wednesday, Sept. 12.—Lieut. 
Col. Percy Ezra Hobbs, who was se- 
lected by War Secretary Haldane to go 
to the United States and inspect the 
packing of beef intended for the British 
Army, has returned to this country. It 
is understood that he will in a few days 
present a voluminous report, the gist of 
which is that, while the accusations that 


unsound meat is packed are generally un- 
founded, the sanitary conditions at most 
of the stockyards have been unsatisfac- 
tory. 

The report will condemn methods in 
vogue and make suggestions which, Col. 
Hobbs believes, could be carried out with- 
out serious difficulty and the adoption of 
which would remove the objections to the 
present method of packing.

Belgian company. 


QUAKE HIT HAT INDUSTRY. 


The Straw Fields In Ecuador Were 
Destroyed—Thousands in Want. 


Another evil effect of the South Amert- 
caa earthquake became known with the 
arrival here yesterday of Juan B. Flores 
of Ecuador. He brought the news that 
the great straw fields of the Maiglar Celto 
district of Ecuador were destroyed by the 
quake, and that as a result the future of 
the Panama hat industry 1s threatened. 
The inhabitants of the district who have 
been deprived of employment are in dire 
want. 


NEGLECT POETS’ MEMORIES. 


Britons Not Contributing Much for the 
Keats-Shelley Memorial.

Europe, recently joined forces for mutual 
protection, and sent a delegate to New 
York to seek the co-operation of the 
White Rats, and so form an international 
body with a membership of 10,000. 

To protect themselves against such a 
formidable organization the European 
managers held a secret meeting here, and 
formed a federation taking in the proprie- 
tors of practically every variety theatre 
in Europe.

HEARST LEAGUERS 
MEET IN CONVENTION 


Adopt a Radical Platform and 
Adjourn Until To-night 


LEADERS STILL WANT FUSION 


Full Ticket Will Be Named To-day’ 
and Probably Will Stand— 
Gathering Is Uproarious, 


The Independence League, William Ran- 
dolph Hearst's political organization, be- 
gan its first convention in Carnegie Hall 
yesterday. There were two sessions, the 
first lasting from 1 to 2:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon, and the other in the evening, 
lasting for two hours after 9 o'clock. 

The convention will meet again at 8 
o'clock to-night, and a full State ticket 
will then be nominated. This {ts the slate 
as it was made up last night:

It also delegated to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee absolute power to de- 
cide any factional disputes that may 
hereafter arise. 

The Committee on Platform and Reso- 
lutions struggled for several nours with 
tho problem of naming a full ticket and 
inviting fusion. It had before it a resolu- 
tlon referred to it from the State Com- 
mittee and sent to it by William F. Con-

Yesterday afternoon Sefior Aldamo re- 
ceived the following dispatch from Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Ernesto Fonts, who 
is acting as military administrator: 

*““We have suspended the constitutional 
rights in the provinces of Havana, Santa 
Clara, and Pinar del Rio.

Owing to the similarity of 
names-it is easy for any one but a Chinese 
to make an error which ma ysend a tele- 
gram chasing all over the country before 
it arrives at its proper destination. It is, 
however, certain to arrive finally, even 
if a year is occupied in the journey. The 
Chinese are very painstaking and me- 
thodical, and time with them is usually 
no object. 

Names of towns like Chang-Lo, Chang- 
Loh, Ho-Chow, Hoh-Chow, Ngan-Tin, 
Ngan-Ting, Ning-Yang, and Ning-Yuan 
are specimens of what has to be contend- 
ed with in China.

The 
Atchison is the latest road to adopt the 
plan of growing its own ties, which means 
that about twenty years from now the

{ts own lumber, provided of course that 
in the intervening generation ties of steel 
or sleepers of stone or concrete, after the 
English fashion, have not come into gen- 
eral use, 

Dispatches from the West during the 
week announced that the Atchison had 
paid $100,000 for a ranch in California 
containing 8,659 acres on which to grow 
eucalyptus trees to supply the road with 
ties. It takes the tree, which is a rela- 
tively rapid grower, about twenty years 
to arrive at a diameter large enough for 
the purpose, and each tree will then fur- 
nish from six to eight ties. In order to 
give the road a continuous supply, about 
450 acres will be planted each year, and 
at the end of twenty years, when the first 


plantation is ready for the axe, the plant- 
ing will begin all over again. The rail- 
roads of the Middle West began the 
planting of the eucalyptus groves sOme 
years ago, and there are now in Kansas 
several such plantations of a fair growth, 
though none have yet reached an age suf- 
ficient for cutting.

OUTLET TO THE 


OCEAN. 

There has recently sprung up in Eng- 
land and in France a rather serious dis- 
cussion of the designs of Germany upon 
Holland and Belgium, to which M. IvEs 
Guyot, the eminent French publicist, 
contributes a paper published in the 
latest issue of The Nineteenth Century’ 
Review. Incidentally it may be noted 
as a sign of the increased intimacy be- 
tween the French and English that the 
paper is printed in French, in which 
| language it is expected to find an ade- 
quate number of readers among the 
English people. 

The chief purpose of M. Gurort is to 
point out that the expansion of Ger- 
many and of German power is not like- 
ly to be in the direction of the avowed 
purposes of the Pan-German advocates 
—the absorption, on the death of FRAN- 
cis JosEpy, of the German portions of 
the Austro-Hungarian Empire, with 
Trieste, the Balkan provinces, and 
|Switzerland—but in the direction of 
Holland and Belgium. He pictures the 
German Emperor, with fine generosity, 
disclaiming all pretensions as to the 
former, and then saying to the rest of 
Europe: ‘‘ Now that you are fully as- 
sured on this matter you can have no 
| objection should Holland (and perhaps 
Belgium) enter the German Customs 
Union with a view to a closer annexa- 
tion.” And he imagines the public 
opinion of France, Austria-Hungary, 
Italy, and possibly other countries so 
relieved as to the danger threatening 
them as to respond: “Is that all? Cer- 
tainly.”” Against such a reform M. 
Guyot in advance vigorously protests. 

It is not to be denied, however, that 
Germany has a vital interest in sub- 
the policy outlined.

STATE-OWNED RAILWAYS. 


Comparisons Offered to Shaw Their 
Superiority. 


To the Editor of The New York Times:

Many years’ 
experience have led me to a very dif- 
ferent conclusion, both as to rates and 
quality of service. What lies at the ba- 
sis of so much confusion on the subject 
is the comparison between totally unlike 
conditions. Mr. A. journeys first class 
on the Orient or Nord-Sud express and 
finds the rates very high, ignoring the 
fact that 95 per cent. of the people travel 
third class on slow trains at a fraction 
of the cost and have no more use for 
the Orient than for a luna express. For 
instance, the rate on the Austrian Staats- 
bahn for 100 miles third class, slow, is 
4 krone 650 heller, first-class express 158 
krone, exactly four times as much, yet 
this high rate, used by hardly 1 per cent. 
of the people, is invariably taken as 
the basis of comparison with American 
rates, and as showing the fallure of State 
Ownership. Then instead of comparing 
State and private railways in the same 
country or countries of similar character 
we have only to put the most up-to-date 
part of hustling America beside Spain, 
Sicily, or even Germany, and write about 
our own superiority. 

Let us examine a few of the rates from 
schedules before me, using the third-class 
slow rate on which all European tariffs 
are based. Innsbruck.offers an oppor- 
tunity for fair comparison, the State Arl- 
burg running east and west, and the 
Brenner (Sudbahn,) a private road, run- 
ning south, both mountain roads of ex- 
pensive construction, but the State rail- 
way much the more expensive. For 25, 
50, and 100 miles on each road from 
Innsbruck the rates are in krone—State, 
1.10, 2.30, 4.50; private, 1.90, 3.50, 6.70, or 
in our money about 23, 48, and 94 cents 
for the State road and 39, 73, and $1.40 
for the private road, fully 50 per cent. 
higher. Austria offers an excellent field 
for study, as {it has many important roads 
both under private and State ownership.

GOVERNMENT DEPOSITS. 


A Banker at a Loss to See Where 
Exorbitant Profits Come In. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury about the deposits made by him being 
used for high-rate loans and your com- 
ments thereon make me wish to ask you a 
question. 

The bank with which I am connected 
was advised a short time ago that its de- 

| Posit from the Government could be Ifn- 
creased by $25,000. Under the usual con- 
ditions, and after due deliberation, {t was 
decided to accept the offer. Taking the 
sual course, prices on different issues of 
United States bonds were asked, and one 
of our reserve agents making price satis- 
| factory to us, the bonds were ordered. To 
pay for them the amount, including the 
premium, was charged to our account, and 
we requested the Treasurer of the United 
States to deposit the $25,000 with our 
bank in New York, which sent the bonds 
on to him, thus replacing the $25,000 in 
our account. 

As we figure it, no money has come to 
this bank for investment, but we have in- 
vested the amount of the premium and 
have that amount less than we had be- 
fore the deposit was made, the $25,000 
from the Treasurer of the United States 
merely replacing the amount advanced by 
us to buy the bonds necessary to secure 
the deposit. In other words, we have in- 
vested the full sum deposited by the Gov- 
ernment and more in bonds Issued by the 
Government, and have no Government 
funds wherewith to buy high-rate paper 
should we so desire. Knowing that nine- 
ty-nine banks out of a hundred took the 
Same course to secure the deposit, the 
question is, Are we right in taking the 
ground that we have already invested the 
money in United States bonds, and if so 
where would the letter of the Secretary 
apply?

CONRIED RETURNS, 
FULL OF OPERA PLANS: 


Had Mme. Rappold Coached at! 
Baireuth Through a Ruse. 


PREDICTS A RECORD SEASON | 


But Is Spending So Much He Really | 
Doesn’t Hope to Make Anything— 
Laughs at Talk of Trouble. 


—— 


After having spent several months in 
Europe in search for artists and in other 
preparations for the coming scason at the 
Metropolitan Opera House, Heinrich Con- 
¥led arrived in New York yesterday on the | 
Kaiser Wilhelm II. He was accompanied 
by Alfred Herz, the conductor. Mr. Con- 
ried has scarcely taken rest while he was 
away and looked tired, but said much of 
that appearance was due to seasickness, 
which he had had “for.the ninety-first 
time.”” Mr. Herz was the picture of health 
and said he had had a good rest. 

At the Metropolitan yesterday afternoon 
Mr. Conried talked of his plans for the 
coming season. Incidentally, he revealed 
how he had been able to steal a march on | 
Frau Wagner and get training for Mme. 
Rappold, in whose artistic career he has 
taken great interest. Mr. Conried wanted | 
to have Mme. Rappold coached in several 
Wagnerian rdles at Baireuth. He learned | 
early in the Summer, however, that any 
of his singers who might go there would | 
find scant welcome. As told in THE TIMEs, 
Mme. Marion Weed was boycotted and | 
compeNed to leave when she went to 
study at Baireuth. 

When Mr. Conried announced that Mme 
Raeppold had been coached by Mme. Wag- 
ner’s teachers, he was asked how she had 
escaped an experience like Mme. Weed’s. | 
Mr. Conried smiled. 

“I knew she would not be received if! 
she were friendly with me,’ he said.

REE SHIPS TO TAKE 
PRESIDENT TO PANAMA 


Two Battleships and a Cruiser 
Probably Will Be Assigned. 


THE NEW ATLANTIC FLEET, 


Plans for Its Reorganization and the 
Manoeuvres in the Caribbean 
Are Now Under Way. 


Instead of a single battleship, it is now 
said that in all probability two of the big- 
gest of the new battleships, and one of 
the new armored cruisers recently put in 
commission, will be assigned to take Pres- 
ident Roosevelt to the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma, immediately after the November 
elections. lt has been understood for sev- 
eral weeks that the Louisiana, the largest 
and newest battleship in the navy, would 
have the honor, all alone, of taking the 
President beyond American waters, but 
now comes the news that one of the other 
new battleships, either the Rhode Island, 
Virginia, or New Jersey, and one of the 
two new cruisers, the Washington or 
Tennessee, will accompany the Louisiana. 

As it will be the first time in the history 
of the United States that a President has 
left the country in his term of office, 
every officer of every vessel at present 
in the Atlantic Fleet is hoping that the 
particular vess2] to which he is attached 
will be the one selected to accompany the 
Louisiana on the trip.

WESTCHESTER R.R. INSPECTED 


The Controller Much Pleased with the 
Progress of the Work. 


*Controller Metz, Chief Engineer Chand- 
ler Whitington of the Controller’s office, 
and Supervising Statisticlan Charles F. 
Harvey inspected the line of the New 
York, Westchester & Boston Railroad 
Company through the Bronx to the Mount 
Vernon line yesterday. The Controller 
said he was much pleased with the work 
on the road. The construction is heavy, 
so as to accommodate safely the four- 
track rapid transit system. The Statisti- 
cal Department of the Controller's office, 
it is said, has completed an examination 
of the books of the New York, West- 
chester & Boston Company and found 
that the company has more than com- 
plied with the conditions of the New York 
City franchise. 

So far the company has expended about 
$1,100,000 on the work of construction. 
This does not represent the great amount 


of money which has been used for buy- 
ing a right of way. The company award- 
of the contract for the construction of 
the main power station at East Chester, 
which will cost $800,000, yesterday. There 
will be six other sub-power houses in 
Westchester County and the Bronx. 


GOULD CASE ON AGAIN. 


Sheriff Hayes’s Motion for Poundage 
Fees in the Supreme Court.

The 
Sheriff levied on property belonging to 
Mr. Gould, which was released when a 


bond for twice the amount was filed with 
the court. 

The case has been before 
late Division, which approved the bond.

BOY FELL INTO ACID. 


City Is Sued for Allowing It to be 
on Sidewalk. 


The sum of $15,000 damages was asked 
of the city yesterday in behalf of John 
Ahearn, minor, of 103 Watts Street, for 
injuries he received by falling into a quan- 
tity of sulphuric acid that lay on the 
sidewalk in front of William Trauter’s 
paint shop, Canal and Watts Streets. Ac- 
cording to Controller Metz, a new point 
is raised by the contentions of Ahearn's 
lawyers, J. W. & C. J. McDermott. They 
hold that the city was liable for the pres- 
ence of the acid on the sidewalk, !nas- 
much as it had granted Trauter a license 
as a wholesale druggist permitting him 
to put drugs outside his store.

Investigation by the Controller’s Depart- 
ment shows that the city issued the l- 
cense through the Bureau of Combus- 
tibles. It allowed Trauter to store céer- 
tain acids and combustibles, both inside 
and outside his place. He preferred to 
keep the sulphuric acid outside his shop 


because his insurance rates would have 
been increased had he taken it inside. 
While a carboy of it was on the side- 
walk, two youths broke the receptacle. 
Young Ahearn slipped and fell into the 
liquid and went to St, Vincent's Hospital 
for a week for treatment of injuries. His 
attorneys say he wi he will be scarred for life.
